None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant’s claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed “means for generating a resonant spectrum representative 
of an initial condition of internal surfaces and contents of the freight container” 
and “means for saving ...” taken together and taken in the overall context of 
independent claim 1. 

Dependent claims 2-17 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 1 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant’s claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 18 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed “means for identifying contents ...”; “means for real-time 
monitoring of a layout configuration ...”; and “means for performing real-time 
communicating ...” taken together and taken in the overall context of 
independent claim 18. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicant’s claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 19 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of “generating a first resonant spectrum 
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representative of ...” and “saving said resonant spectrum for ...” taken together 
and taken in the overall context of independent claim 19. 

Dependent claims 20-29 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 19 is allowable. 

Generally, concerning claims 1-29, they have all been interpreted during 
examination as referring only to radio frequency systems and methods due to the 
overall disclosure of such and of no other embodiments. For example, section 
[0042] on pages 12-13 of the Specification refers to a range of radio frequencies 
used in the sensing and to the use of antennae. Further, the uses of the term 
“resonant spectrum” throughout the application would mean radio frequency 
sensing is used.
